Condition Was 77.5 on May 25, Which 
Is Slightly Behind Last * 
Year.

cotton 
crop of the United S tates showed a 
condition of 77.5 per cent of a norm al 
on -May 25, the D epartm ent of Agri­ 
culture announced today In its first 
condition report of the season, aw aited 
with interest by cotton, textile and 
o th er interests. 
T hat condition com ­ 
pares with 80.0 on May 25 last year, 
74.3 in 1914, 79.1 in 1913 and 79.8. the 
average of the last ten years on May 
26. 


Until the governm ent’s official re ­ 
port estim ating the area planted to 
cotton this year is Issued on July I. 
no calculation will be made by the de­ 
partm ent experts as to the probable 
size of the crop. 
Unofficial estim ates 
place the area planted at from 6 to 
IO per cent more than last year, when 
the prelim inary estim ate made by the 
departm ent 
in 
July 
was 
31,535,000 
meres. 
An increase of from 6 to lo 
per cent in this area this year would 
place the acreage a t from 33,417,000 
to 34,688,500 acres. 
Cotton planting was begun in the 
central and southern portions of the 
belt late in March and early in April, 
but some early planted failed to germ ­ 
inate in Texas because of dry weather. 
Planting in the extrem e southern por 
tlons was com pleted early in April 
and was progressing satisfactorily in 
central 
districts. 
Heavy 
frost 
In 
Texas April 9 killed considerable cot­ 
ton. 
In tho low bottom s of the Mis 
sissippi the ground was too wet for 
planting early In April. 
Planting begun in the more north­ 
ern portions of the belt tow ard tho 
middle of April and was growing fa­ 
vorably in the central districts, while 
in the southern parts It was reported 
to he coming to a good stand. 
Some 
replanting was necessary on account 
of frost damage through nearly all the 
central part of the belt, 
In Texas re 
planting was delayed by dry w eather. 


and there was a lack of rainfall in 
the eastern parts of the belt. 
W eather 
was 
generally 
favorable 
j for cotton work in the southeastern 
states late In April but It was much 
too cool for proper germ ination and 
plant growth, and in some sections it 
was also too dry.

Blackberries and 
dewberries may 
be canned in such a way that they can 
hardly be detected from fresh ber­ 
ries. 
The following is the method to 
be used: 
Assort and wash the berries care­ 
fully, taking precaution not to break 
them. 
Wash and sterilize quart jars 
by placing them in a vessel of water 
and allow to boil for at least ten min­ 
utes. Fill the jars with fresh berries, 
shaking them down gently so as to 
get the greatest number possible into 
the jars. 
Place the jars into the 
oven on an asbestos mat using a mod­ 
erate oven. 
I/et them remain from 
eight to ten minutes, or until the ber­ 
ries become heated. 
On top of the 
stove place a vessel of crushed ber­ 
ries am! heat to boiling. 
Strain off 
the juice into' a sauce pan and for 
every four cup* of juice add one cup 
of sugar, bring to a boil and pour 
into the jar of heated berries, Beal 
tightly and turn jar bottom side up on 
a table to cool. 
The boiling syrup 
gives sufficient heat to the berries to 
sterilize, yet they will retain their 
shape and firmness. 
They will also 
become permeated with the syrup and 
are ready for serving. 
The following directions for pre­ 
serving berries, taken from Bulletin 
A-SI, will be helpful: 
Practically the aame methods ars 
to be followed in preserving and mak­ 
ing Jams of all berries. Berries should 
be gathered In shallow trays or bask­ 
ets and not in deep vessel* which a1 
low them to be bruised and crushed. 
They 
should be uniform, ripe and 
sound. 
Select only large, firm ber­ 
ries for preserving; those for jam 
may contain the smaller and broken 
one*. 
AU berries should be carefully 
sorted and lightly washed by placing 
in a colander and pouring water over 
them rather than putting them into a 
pan of water. 
To retain the best possible color 
and flavor, sirup for preserved ber­ 
ries should be made of a berry juice 
obtained by crushing, heating and 
straining the softer, broken berries. 
Add one pine of sugar to eacn pint of 
berry Juice and allow to boll tan min­ 
utes. 
Weigh the cholos, perfect ber­ 
ries after removing the cops or stems 
and allow one pound of sugar extra 
for each pound of whole berrier. Add 
the extra sugar to the sirup, bring to 
a boil and skim. 
Remove from the 
fi.e and cool sirup before dropping 
the berries into it to prevent shrivel­ 
ing and toughening the fruit 
Place 
over the fire and bring slowly to a 
boil and simmer until the berries are 
heated through, being very careful not 
to overcook; the berries should re­ 
main whole. Uft the berries from the 
sirup and place carefully into shallow 
pans. 
Pour sirup over them and a1 
low to stand over night. 
Pack cold, 
filling 
the Jar with berries 
before 
pouring the sirup over them. 
Cap. 
p rocess, and seal. The preserves may 
be packed hot, after removing from 
the fire, capped and processed imme­ 
diately. 
The sirup in which berry 
preserves are packed should have den­ 
sity of 50 degrees and will often need 
to be boiled down to this density after 
removing berries.
